WASHINGTON, July 23 (4)—The 
Pittsburgh plus system of determining 
steel prices is held by the Federal 
Trade Commission to be not only an 
unfair method of competition but a 
violation of the Clayton Act in that it 
is a means of price discrimination. | 

In an order directing the United 
States Steel Corporation and its sub- 
sididries to abandon the system, by 
which rolled steel products shipped 
- from various points are quoted at 
the Pittsburgh base price plus freight 
charges from that city to destination, 
the commission asserts that it is a 
method of price fixing not founded on 
the law of supply and demand. 

Price Enhancing Alleged 

Operation of the system, the com- 
mission adds, tends to retard the steel 
business in all centers except Pitts- 


burgh, to lessen and eliminate compe- |,

The action of the producers is re- 
garded as an endeavor to meet the 
popular demand for cleaner pictures 
and for titles and publicity which do 
not mislead, which Mr. Hays brought 
from New York, where his pesition 
as president of the motion picture or- 
ganization makes him the center of 
complaints and suggestions poured in 
from all parts of the United States. 


The action is regarded as of un- 
usual significance, because a number 
of recent pictures of questionable 
character have been considered suc- 
cessful from the standpoint of box- 
office returns, and their voluntary 
abandonment by the industry cannot 
but be considered a tacit admission 
that the patronage of the great ma- 
jority of Americans who demand clean 
entertainment is of greater value than 
the plaudits of the small group which 
is contented with improper films.

Andrew Ten Eyck, New York lawyer, 
in an article in the July issue of the 
Harvard Business Review, soon to be 
published, the official quarterly of the 
Harvard Graduate Schook bf Busi- 
ness Administration. which recently 
received $5;000,000 from George F. 
Baker, New York financier. 


Mr. Ten Eyck, who has been making 
a study of the question of popular in-

MAINE STUDYING 
HIGHWAY TRAFFIC 


Object Is to Gather Data for 
Analysis of Road Trans- 
portation in State 

AUGUSTA, Me., July 23—The Maine 
highway transportation survey, a co- 
operative project between the United 
States Bureau of Public Roads and 
the Main State Highway Commission, 
is taking a four months’ automobile 
survey Maine. It is a daily record 
of highway transportation. The object 
is to assemble all the facts necessary 
to a critical analysis of highway trans- 
portation in the Maine area. 

The purpose is to make possible the 
adaptation of highway design to the 
volume and type of traffic, ta aid in 
the proper apportioning of construc- 
tion and maintenance funds over the 
highway system; to obtain reliable 
information for the regulation of traf- 
fic; to estimate the, relation between 
motor transport and other methods of 
transportation and to obtain general 
fraffic information for the prediction 
of future traffic and to serve as an 
aid in approximating the service value 
of various highways. 

The transportation survey includes 
two types of research. The intensive 
transportation survey will be taken at 
a limited number of key stations of 
traffic density where detailed data is 
recorded. 

The extensive transportation sur- 
vey will be taken at a larger number 
of stations where when truck, bus, 
passenger and horse-drawn data is 
recorded.

Brakes and Lights, Not Looks, 
of Cars Made State’s Concern 


Old or New, Cheap or Luxurious—It Matters Not; But 


Safe Control Is Required by Motor Laws 


Motor cars in Massachusetts may 
operate without paint, tops or wind- 
shields, and tie the doors with binder 
twine or barbed wire; but they must 
have proper lights, good brakes, tires 
and other equipment for safe opera- 
tion and control. For the lack of! 
these things, 411 licenses to motor 
vehicles in Massachusetts were re- 
voked in the first six months of 1924. 
Frank A. Goodwin, Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, said yesterday in an ifiter- 
view. Their motors may miss, their 
radiators may boil, they may labor 
up every Hit in low gear; but their 
brakes must be good enough to stop 
them in an emergency, they must, 
have proper lights and they must be 
safe to operate, or the Registrar ot 
Motor Vehicles will “get their num-; 
bers,” it is plain from Mr. Goodwin's. 
remarks. 

But Mr. Goodwin's department has | 
not yet found a car in Massachusetts 
to equal the prize of the roads which | 
it is reported the Motor Vehicle Com- 
missioner of New Hampshire recently 
discovered. According to the reports 
only a few things were wrong with 
this New Hampshire car, namely: | 

The transmission was held up on | 
both sides with chains. Two of the 
wheels were tied on with wire. One of 
the front tires had no inner tube. The 
li:hta were disconnected’ in tuo of 
them there were no bulbs. When the 
commissioner tried out the car he | 
found that he couldn't shift speeds | 
without coming to a full stop.

Little by little the Catalonian theater 
rid itself of that influence, however, to 
reach, with Angel Guimera, the purest 
national character. 

The lyrical powers of Angel Gui- 
mera shed the breath of genius over 
the Catalonian stage; his great trage- 
dies in verse, essentially romantic, 
often reveal a Shakespearian accent 
and an inspiration derived from Hugo. 
Guimer& was not slow to cultivate the 
modern drama, and through it he won 
his universal renown and the immense 
popularity that he enjoys in his own 
country. His drama, “Terra Baixa 
(called in English, “Martha of the Low- 
lands“) was translated into all the Eu- 
ropean tongues and given all over the 
world, ' 

After Angel Guimer&, however, the 
Catalonian theater, despite the sup-| 
port and the successes of numerous

went into a decline. As everywhere 
else, in Catalonia the theater became

Telephone Act Solares that 
these services belong ‘exclusively to 
the State unless special licenses are 
given out, Under this article priyate 
is consequently ro- 
hibited, e governmental ‘practice 
is that every corporation (not being 
amateur) requesting a permit for ra- 
diocateing, will be allowed to do 80 
under-certain conditions mentioned in 
the license. These licenses are given 
oub by the State Department of the 
Waterways under which telephones 
and telegraphs work. The fee depends 
upon the number of radiocastin 
hours which are permitted by the 
State, and also upon the purpose of 
the radiocasting corporation. 


Power Restrictions §—- 


For instance, a press agency send- 
ing its news to the press by radio will 
have to pay more than a company 
which wishes to provide its listeners 
with good music, as the press agency. 
by its radiocasting,.is depriving the 
Government of revenues which, by 
using the ordinary telegraph and tele- 
phone, would be received. Further- 
more, the stipulation is made that the 
aerial energy for private enterprises 
may not exceed 0.5 KW. The energy 
‘is ed on such a low level in order 
to prevent the various stations dis- 
turbing each other, as they are all 
within a very small area (The Hague, 
Hilversum, Amsterdam, Ymuiden), the 
longest distance between two stations 
being not more than 40 miles. 

The hours of radiocasting, for each 
station, are fixed by the Government. 
Seven private companies are radio- 
casting at present under these regu- 
lations. At Amsterdam a press 
agency, the Stock Exchange Society 
and an apparatus factory; 
Hague, two apparatus factories; one 
at Hilversum, and an electrical en- 
gineer at Ymuiden. Besides these the 
Government has its own station at 
Scheveningen, a powerful one (5 KW) 
and the State Metereologic service at 
De Bilt (Utrecht) is radiocasting its 
weather messages. 

The listening is entirely free: no 
application has to be made to that 
end, and no fee paid. The number of 
listeners is estimated at about 20,000. 
About 10 per cent of these are mem- 
bers of the Netherlands Society for 
Radio Telephony. 

The question of a _ radiocasting 
monopoly is just now very pressing. 
Protagonists of a monopoly hope for 
one big company which would derive 
its income from, say 70 per cent of 
the fees paid by the listeners. The 
other 30 per cent would go to the 
Government for its supervision, etc. 
The Government seems to be willing

There has been a poor de- 
mand for summer goods, and repeats 
have been exceedingly scarce. 

Merchants Have ordered goods for 
next winter, earlier than usual, and 
several good orders have been placed. 
There is still a good demand for all 
kinds of fancy goods, cularly those 
for outer wear, including ladies’ knitted 
costumes and jumpers, as well as jer- 
seys and scarves.

NET EARNINGS OF 
READING IMPROVE 


Five Months’ Results Is at Rate 
Exceeding 1923 


NEW YORK, July 283—Reading Com- 
pany is a conspicuous example of sev- 
eral roads whose 1924 earnings are 
likely to prove a pleasant surprise. The 
business decline, which started about 
the middle of 1923 and has continued to 
the present, forces comparison be- 
tween the better half’ of last year and 
what is likely to be the leaner half of 
this year.

In Gilbert White's 


Selborne 


The Selborne stream, or Bourne, 
with its meadows and tangled copses 


on either side, was my favourite noon- 


day haunt. The volume of water does 
not greatly diminish during the sum- 


mer months, but in many places the 
bed of the stream was quite -grown 
over with aquatic plants, topped with 
figwort, huge water-agrimony, with its 
masses of powdery, ‘flesh-coloured 
blooms, creamy meadow-sweet, and 
willow- 
herb with its appetising odour of cod- 
lins and cream.. The wild musk, or 
monkey-flower, a Hampshire plant 
was also common. At one 
spot a mass of it grew at che 
foot of a. high bank on the water's 
edge; from the top of the bank 
long branches of. briar-rose trailed 
down, and the rich, pure yellow 
mimulus blossoms and jvory-white 
roses of the briar were seen together. 
An even lovelie> effect was produced 
at another spot by theaningling of the 
yellow flowers with the large tur- 
quoise-blue water forget-me-nots. 

The most charming’ of the Selborne 
wild plants that flower in July is the 
musk mallow. It was quite ebmmon 
round the village. As it Is 


known to few persons, there must 


almost every day have been strangers 
and pilgrims in the churchyard who 
looked with admiration on that con- 
spicuous plant, with its deep-cut, 
scented geranſum-Iike, beautiful 
leaves, tender grey-green in colour, 
and its profusion of delicate, silky, 
rose-coloured flowers, Many would 
look on it as some rare exotic. . . 
When one morning I found two men 
mowing the grass, I called their atten- 
tion to. this plant and asked them to 
spare it, telling them that it was one 
which the daily visitors to the village 
would admire above all the red gera- 
niums and other gardeners’ flowers 
which they would have to leave -un- 
touched. This simple request appeared 
to put them out a good deal; they 
took their hats off and wiped the sweat 
from their foreheads, and after gravely 
pondering the matter for some time, 
sald they would “see about it“ or “bear 
it in mind” when they came rouad to 
that side. Injthe afternoon, when the 
mowing was done, I returned and 
found that the musk mallow had not

Outward Bound 


I stood in the purple morning on 
Telegraph Hill, awaiting the sun when 
it should rise behind the Contra Costa 
Range. In the eastern sky the bloom 
of dawn was slowly expanding, like the 
flush of the aurora. I watched the 
lights flickering out along the Oakland 
and Alameda shores, and the shadows 
steal furtively out of the steep streets 


leading downward from my very feet. 
I saw the riding-lamps on the ships in 
the great harbor fade, one by oné, as a 
rosy glow spread almost imperceptibly 
over the “surface, touching 
caressingly the white, castle-like ram- 
parts of An and Alcatraz Islands. 
And then, far up the bay, I espied 3 
ship, guided by a puffing tug-boat, 
coming slowly and majestically past 
the sleeping city toward the Golden 
Gate. 

Outward bound! And rare enough 
the sight of a sailing ship here today, 
where, even a half-score of years ago, 
white canvas caught the first glint of 
the morning sun above the gleaming 
decks ot a score of those pioneers of 
the sea! ‘Ah, she is a sight to stir one's 
fancy, to thrill one’s heart, as she 
comes abreast of my high station, 
where once men noted:the first appear- 
ance of the far-wandering clipper out- 
side the Gate and flashed the news to 
the expectant city!

E Rue de la Grosse Hor loge is 
the central street of Old Rouen. 
All along both sides are ranged 
buildings encrusted with associations 
which reach back to the earliest 
chronicles of the city. Midway of 
its course the street is arched by 
the belfry or Campanile which is 
the setting for the jewel of the 
street, the Grosse Horloge. There 
it rises, picturesque and romantié, 
the focal point of Old Rouen. 
Every line of it proclaims its 
age. Looking at it from the west, 
there are visible constructions built 
inthe Middle Ages, during the Renais- 
safce, in the reign of Henri Quatre, 
and in the days of Louis Quinze. As 
far back as can be traced, there 
was a belfry tower here. Standing 
almost in the center of the ancient 
buildings that crowd the Rue de la 
Grosse Horloge, this belfry is the old- 
est of them all. Its “Ban-cloque,” to 
call her citizens together, is men- 
tioned in the city charter and was a 
symbol of civic freedom. 

The bell has so long belonged to the 
city that it has gained a distinct per- 
sonality. It rang out its first sum- 
mons in 1150 and in 1174 it became 
the davior of the city from the siege of 
Lotiv VII. 
was recast and given the name Rouvel 
which it has cariied ever since with 
the dignity of a person. But its days 
have not been all of peace nor has it 
hung unmolested in its original tower. 

In February, 1381, Rouvel rang for 
the famous revolt of the Harelle“ 
and rang all the time the city was 
“Up.” When Charies VI entered as 
conqueror, the bell was silenced, the 
tower ruined, and the story goes the 
bell was given to two of the king’s 
household. Whea the king pardoned 
Rouen he would aot give the bell back 
nor at first allow the belfry to be set 
up. Humbly the citizens besought 
him that they might faire une auloge 
et la fere asseoir ou estoit le Beffrol 
de la dicte ville” und then they craft- 
fly built a tower for their horloge 
just like the lost and beloved belfry 
on the old foundations. But their 
precious Rouvel was not allowed to 
ring the hours but another, Cache- 


Ribaut, approved in the charter, was 


set to perform this office. - 

But the people would not rest until 
their cherished bell was returned to 
them, and eventually the king was 
prevailed upon to let them have it 
back again; and there it hangs and 
rings the curfew to this day. It is 
a busy clock, pealing forth not lesa 
than six hundred and fifty strokes 
each day, a little hoarse now, but mu- 
sica] strokes in its earlier days which 
gave it the name of cloche d’argent. 
The face toward Vieux Marché was 
painted in gold and azure. The astro- 
nomical part, which is a separate ge 
behind the face, shows the phases of 
the moon. 

Rouvel rings every evening from 
nine to the quarter past nine. It rings 
for public rejoicings, it calle to elec- 
tions, and is, in fact, the voice of the 
city in all its general affairs. Such a 
diguitary is worthy a call. To accom- 
lish this we gladly mount the two 
hundred and ninety-nine steps that 
lead to its high habitation under a

A 7 ictorian Childhood 


I was not born in Arcadia. The only 
praise that I ever heard visitors give 
to my native town of Leicester was 
that it was clean. They always said 
that, and they said no more. All that 
they could see was a collection of dull 
streets with little, red-brick, slated 
houses for the workers in the hosiery, 
elastic-web, and boot factories; a few 
old rufns, not very picturesqye; a few 
old inns and churches; a Temperance 
Hall for dreary meetings; a pitiful 
Museum of stuffed birds and Roman 
“remains”; and an unusual number of 
Nonconformist chapels. The country 
around was to them equally uninter- 
esting—a sluggish little river, hardly 
distinguishable from the sluggish lit- 
tle cana] with Which it was sometimes 
merged; monotonous or slightly un- 
dulating fields, stretching far away to 
north, east, and south, divided by 
hedgerows with hedgerow trees, and 
appreciated by fox hunters alone; on 
the west a few insignificant coal mines, 
hardly worth the working. 

No doubt, the town and country were 
dull, and so were we. There was a 
theater, but we never went to it, well 
knowing it to stand upon the road to 
hell. ere were dances in winter, 
but we never learnt to dance, for the 
devil lurked even in quadrilles. There 
was a Free Library, but we never took 
out a book, though my father was 6n 
the Committee, and when it met, late 
dinner was at six instead of five-thirty. 
Our secular reading was almost limited 
to ancient volumes of the “Penny Mag- 
azine,” and the current number of the 
“Sunday at Home,” which usually had 
a religious story in it besides the page 
of sermon called “The Pulpit in the 
Family.” I am not suré that even my 
father read that, though he studied the 
monthly omen 1 very carefully be- 
fore turning to less devotional vol- 
umes upon flint implements and other 
relics of the Stone Age. Which indeed 
he loved, for he was a born antiquary, 
always on the search for arrow-heads 
and spear-heads.... 

The “Arabian Nights” were banned, 
probably as “immoral,” though .we 
were nevér told the shameful reason. 
Fairy stories were banned because 
they were untrue. In my early teens 
I bought a Shakespeare in one volume, 
but my mother was so full of horror 
at finding it that 1 hid it away. “It is 
a great immoral book,” she said to 
me, in ane of her rare outbursts of 
‘feeling; “I know some people put it 
next the Bible, ‘but that is mere 
wickedness.” 

aA cultivated. woman recently: in- 
formed me that she intended to bring 
up her children upon the Bible so that

Read 
the Bible for style! Glory be to God, 
my parents had never heard of style! 
To them the Bible was the one, the 
only, the complete message and reve- 
lation of God-to man. From “In the 
beginning” to last stop of the 
“Revelation” there was not a word, 
not a comma, even in the translation, 
that was not directly inspired. To 
quote it irreverently was blasphemy;

worthy. The question as to what is 
worthy might, then, be the point of 
difference in opinion. In the Bible 
story of the young Solomon ascend; ‘ 
ing the throne of his father is given 


tion. He prayed fervently, not for 
personal glory and achievement, but 
for an understanding heart to judge 
„ „ this thy so great a people.” And 
the wisdom of Solomon, which has 
become proverbial, was the answer 
to that prayer. 

Speaking to her followers, Mary 
Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, says 
in “Miscellaneous Writings” (p. 110), 
“What grander ambition is there 
than to maintain in yourselves what 
Jesus loved, and to know that your 
example, more than words, makes 
morals for mankind!” That, then, 
according to Christian Science, is 
right ambition. That its students 
early grasp the fact was proved by 
a teacher in a Christian Science Sun- 
day School who recently asked a 
class of half-grown boys if there ex- 
isted such a thing as right ambition. 
In quick response came the answers: 
“Right ambition is to know God;” 
“True ambition is righteousness.” 
What a world we shall have when 
all men know and practice what 
those boys had learned! 

Many times an otherwise noble act 
has been ruined by the motive behind 
it.

What Germany needs is to get money for immediate 
fiscal demands, and to get off the national mind the 
pressure for payment of reparations.. The plan which 


is being urged. at London contemplates the negotiation of 


a loan, which necessarily would be taken up mainly by 
American and English investors, for the purpose of meet- 
ing these immediate needs of the German Nation. The 
bankers who are gathered in consultation necessarily have 
to see to it that the terms of this loan, particularly as to its 
security, are such as to make it popular with, investors. 

German credit cannot be said to be high at the pres- 
ent moment, both because of the lingering antagonism 
existing among people in the allied countries to their 


former enemy, and because of the very general feeling 


that the German Government has made no sincere effort 
to meet the obligations imposed. upon it by the repara- 
tions clauses.of the Versailles Treaty. But while it is 


obviously the part of the bankers to see to it that any” 
securities they propose to offer to the investing public 


shall be made safe, it is well to emphasize the fact that 
this conference is not being held in order to supply the 
banking community with a large block of attractive 
securities for negotiation, but rather to help Germany 
back onto its feet, and to assure to France payment of 
the reparations which were officially awarded to’ that 
Nation by the Versailles conference. 

The proposed loan to Germany, if made, Would involve 
annual payment by that Nation of not over $20,600,000. 
This is not a serious charge, even upon so stricken a people 
as the Germans. Indeed, the Dawes committee which 
recommended the loan estimated the total revenues of the 
Reich during its first year of Operation under the new 
arrangement at $1,300,000,000. But the danger which 
confronts those who are sincerely desirous of helping Ger- 
many is that, should there be a German default in the pay- 
ment of reparations, France or any other great nation 
might step in and take action for the protection of its own 
interests which would make the new German bonds of 
doubtful value. But, on the other hand, France and Bel- 


gium not unnaturally look upon any effort to subordinate: 


wholly their claims for reparations to the desire to make 
the new German bonds attractive to investors as a viola- 
tion of the rights and guarantees accorded them under the 
Treaty. | . | 

The problem is not a simple one. It certainly is not 
going to be solved by ignoring the great measure of right 
back of the French contention and berating the French 
for apparently standing out against the judgment of the 
policy of Great Britain and the United States. But when 
the desire to accomplish a necessary and a worthy act 
exists, the way commonly will be found to attain that 
end. All the nations involved recognize how grave would 
be the chaos into which. European finances would fall 
should this conference adjourn without action.

enters in. Especially would it seem inappropriate for a 
prohibition country like the United States to lend money 
on the basis of a continuation of the liquor traffic, and 
if Premier Grabski has any such scheme im mind, it is to 
be hoped that he will not attempt co capitalize it without 
adequate consideration. 

For in plain language such a transaction would mean 
that the Polish people would bind themselves to continue 
to consume alcoholic: drinks until the debt to the United 
States has been paid off, it being obvious that, if they 
should adopt prohibition, the government’s income from 
the monopoly would greatly decrease.

But further than this, without a doubt, public opinion will 
be largely shaped by the speechlets which will be spoken 
directly into a microphone. : 

This fact will present the nominees with an entirely 
new state of affairs, which should militate for the benefit 


of the Nation. In the delivery of these speeches, that is, 


the bald utterances of the nominees will have to stand on 
their own merits, supported, it is true, by the force of the 
personality in so far as this can be projected into the voice, 
but entirely divorced from those other and extremely im- 
portant features of public oratory, gesture and facial ex- 
pression. Just how well the candidates will be able to 
adapt themselves to these new conditions and take advan- 
tage of them remains yet to be seen. It is certain, how- 
ever, that not all the candidates will find themselves 
equally at an advantage or disadvantage in this regard. 
Senator La Follette, for example, is likely to find it 
somewhat, difficult to adapt himself to one of the positive 


‘requirements for these radiocast speechlets, namely, the 


necessity of their being confined to not more than twenty 
or thirty minutes. It may be recalled that he holds the 
record for long-distance eloquence, having delivered the 
lengthiest address ever known in the Senate, and when 
it comes to obeying the ofder of his campaign managers 
to “cut it ort, the future alone can tell what success 
he will have. 

President Coolidge is differently placed. Renowned, 
as he is, for succinct, pithy declarations and a paucity of 
words which renders much of his public speaking almost 
epigrammatical, and never having trusted a great deal to 
the tricks of the trade, he should be in his element when 
facing his unknown and uncounted hearers. 

That this development of the last few years will 
make for a far larger interest on the part of the people 
as a whole in the merits of the various candidates, as 
expressed in their uttered views, there is no doubt. Thou- 
sands. will tune in on these speeches who would never 
trouble to read them in the papers or be sufficiently inter- 
ested to attend them in person. Herein, therefore, is 
all the more reason for care in preparation, determination 
to play square with the people and attention to the sub- 
stance of what is uttered.

Labor in England

THERE are a good many rifts in Europe’s sky today that 
were not apparent two years ago. Reactionism, then, was just 
swinging into the saddle of the governments of Europe. The 
intervening period saw the rise of Mussolini and Primo de 
Rivera and the establishment of many lesser dictatorships ; wit- 
nessed a widening breach between England and France and a 
growing militance among the Nationalists of Germany. 
Prophets of gloom, viewing Europe, pictured the “receding tides 
of democracy” and rising tides of many things undesirable. 

Today a new chapter has been opened. “Fhe atmosphere 
in which it has been begun is clearer and more full of hope 
than at any time since the publication of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. The people of Europe, the vast majority of them, want 
peace more, perhaps, than those of any other section of the 
world. The great achievement of the last two years is the 
demonstration that peace and settlement in Europe can never 
be accomplished along the old lines represented by reactionary 
politicians in terms of an exaggerated nationalism based upon 
suspicion and fear, and backed by force. The people of Europe, 
because they are awakening to that fact, are transferring their 
political allegiances. Old-order politicians are being sup- 
planted and new leaders are being given a chance. 

A few weeks in Europe, if one meets and talks with Euro- 
peans, makes it apparent that the present political situation is 
‘a result of this increasingly articulate determination of Euro- 
pean peoples to find a way to settlement and peace. I have 
found testimony to that fact particularly striking as I have 
sought to gather the opinions of the man in the street as well 
as of the political leaders. It is not clear that this way to peace 
has yet been found. But there are a good many indications 
that conciliation and understanding are to have a chance, and 
that in the working out of such a policy Labor may be the 
agent largely responsible for turning the corner toward it. 

> > > 

It was, I believe, this determination for European settle- 
ment more than any other factor that put the Labor Govern- 
ment in office in Great Britain. On every hand, in England, 
I have heard Liberals and Conservatives chuckling at the 
“Toryism of the Socialists.” 

“After dire predictions about what would happen when we 
came to power, one Labor leader remarked to me, we are 
now condemned because we haven’t turned out so badly as 
our pictures.” And I had scarcely reached London before a 
good Conservative, voicing this disillusionment about the 
“revolutionists,” went so far as to complain that Labor stands 
too well with the Royal family.“ I was told, too—and this 
fact seemed another source of irritation for the Opposition— 
that the members of the present Government appear to advan- 
tage in evening dress afd carry themselves with altogether too 
much distinction” at affairs of state. 

Evenathe Labor leaders, themselves. agree that the Socialism 
of Ramsay Mac Donald's Government is decidedly of the 
middle-of-the-road variety. And when, on several occasions, 
I raised the question, they seemed thoroughly committed to 
that program. This, of course, is not true of the more radical 
Labor group which, though small, is decidedly vociferous and 
frequently embarrassing. 

Conservatives and Liberals with whom I talked were con- 
vinced of the inconsistency of the Labor program—an incon- 
sistency which was said to accompany a lack of genuine con- 
viction in the fundamental doctrines which the Labor Party 
professes. I asked one of the pioneer members of the party why 
Labor had taken office, unless it was willing to stand by its 
whole program. His answer indicates, I believe, the point of 
view of the Labor leaders generally. 

“Europe,” he said, “needs settling. We are in a unique 
position to help toward settlement. Labor is looked to, now, 


Nas an agency for settlement and not for Socialism. We know 


what is expected of us and we are trying to do that.” 


> > + 

“If settlement is made,” I asked, “then will Labor return 
to its original Socialist program and fight the next election on 
that issue?” 

“We were obliged to take office this time or run the risk 
of complete eclipse because of refusing to accept power. When 
we have done what we can, on our present platform of Euro- 
pean restoration, and a new election comes, we will make ‘it 
plain that our next step will be an initial application of some 
of the Socialist policies for which the party stands.” 

When I inquired about the prospects of Labor in an election 
fought on that platform, he said: 

“We would not get a clear majority—I'm sure of that. 
But more and more the people of England are coming to 
believe in nationalization of industry. That experiment must 
some day be made. Now; Labor wants to make that experi- 
ment but we do not want to make it on too vast a scale at 
the outset. Our plan, should we return to power, would be 
to attempt nationalization in one or two of the key industries, 
such as coal or the railways. If we began thus cautiously, and 
succeeded in a limited experiment, I believe the British people 
would stand behind a continuation of the policy. And, in an 
election fought on a program of limited nationalization, Labor, 
owing to this widespread demand for a trial of that program, 
might not come off badly.“ 

But whatever issues arise at the next election, Labor is 
looked to in England, at the present moment, to effect Euro- 
pean settlement. And because Labor's leaders have been con- 
ciliatory, because, furthermore, the Labor Party started with 
a clean slate and has no traditional governmental policy to defend 
in its international dealings, there is a widespread confidence 
in its ability to accomplish that end. British support for Labor 
must not be regarded as indorsement of Socialism. It is rather 
an expression of determination for a constructive and perma- 
nent European settlement. 


Dr. Davidson on Christian Unity
